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SCHOOL SEIZED 
Mexican Army And Police 
Battle Rooftop Snipers 


South Vietnam Force 
Fires Into

MEXICO CITY (AP)— Army 
troops and police fought skirm- 
ishes with rooftop snipers today 
after soldiers in armored cars 
seized a vocational school on 
the northwest side of Mexico 
City in a five-hour gun battle. 
At least four persons including 
a policeman were killed and 50 
students and riot police were 
wounded. 
The area around the vocation- 
al school, part of the campus 
of the National Polytechnical 
Institute 
was 
a shambles. 


Homes and apartment buildings 
were shot up; windows were 
broken; glass, rocks and spent 
rifle 
cartridges littered the 


streets. 
Thousands of federal troops 
were called in to reinforce riot 
and judicial police, using ar- 
mored assault cars which re- 
semble tanks on wheels. 
About dawn the riot police ar- 
rested five young men and beat 
them as the five were led to 
waiting paddy wagons. Police, 
in and out of uniform, who 
were standing by rushed over 
to get in blows with their clubs 
before the moaning young men 
were taken away. 
Three persons were reporte 
killed in the fight at the Sant< 
Tomas Vocational School. 


A policeman was killed in L 
battle against a sniper later 
in the morning. He was trying 
to flush out the sniper with 
tear gas and was shot to death. 
The fate of the sniper could 
not be determined immediately. 
The snipers apparently broke 
away from 
the 
vocational 


school battle and took up posi- 
tions in buildings in the same 
neighborhood. 
The Red Cross Hospital re- 
ported the deaths of an 18- 
year-old science student and a 
riot policemen. Other sources 


reported a 25-year-old medical 
student killed earlier in the 
night. 
The government sent troops in 


-more than 400 assault cars to 
the 
Santo Tomas Vocational 


School after riot police and 
students inside the school had 
battled 
for more than five 


hours with guns, pistols, knives, 
clubs, Molotov cocktails, stones 


and tear gas. 
It was the most violent skir- 
mish so far in the two-month- 
old student 
rebellion against 


President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz. 
Scattered shooting continued 
from student snipers on roof- 
tops in the San Jacinto neighbor- 
hood. Using .22 -caliberpistols 
and rifles, the students picked

The fossils are Visible only 


through use of a special micro, 
scope that magnifies matter 50,- 
000 times. Some look like mi- 
nute cup formations— possibly 
algae. Others appear as parts 
of string—possibly rod-like re- 
mains of bacteria.

Rep. Bizz Johnson 
Designed To Reverse 
Move To The Cities 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—Con. 
gressman Harold T. 
(Bizz) 
Johnson, whose 20-county dis­ 
trict covers a third of the 
State of California, has intro­ 
duced legislation which he hopes 
will help reduce and possibly 
reverse the present migratory 
trend from rural areas to the 
big cities.

Any other evidence, he said, 
may have been destroyed by 
convolutions and extreme heat 
which helped form matter now' 
called earth. 


The fossils are visible only 
through use of a special micro­ 
scope that magnifies matter 50,. 
000 times. Some look like mi­ 
nute cup formations—possibly 
algae. Others appear as parts 
of string—possibly rod-like re­ 
mains of bacteria.

Thus the million-dollar publishing contract may be of more in- 


But before getting their hopes up 
they had better reflect on the circumstances that brought such a 
phenomenal price; the author is a martyred senator, brother of a 
martyred president who was intimately involved in the situation of 
crucial public moment which the manuscript describes. Million- 
dollar contracts for novel-length manuscripts will continue to be 
rare.

Nature's protective mechan- 


ism has been an anatomical 
defense, a curvature of the 
canal which, when hit by any- 
one of these implements, pro- 
tects the eardrum from in- 
jury in most instances. It is 
the car canal that is usually 
hurt when the skin in pierced 
by a sharp or even a blunt 
instrument. This open ulcera- 
tion invites an infection by

Dur- 
ing rough house an open palm 
slap on the ear can cause a 
sudden increase of pressura 
and easily rupture the ear- 
drum. Almost always this is 
followed by bleeding- which 
can be r e a d i l y controlled. 
There are now a. number of 
excellent ways by which such 
injuries to the eardrum can b« 
treated and made to heal so 
that it finally returns to be- 
ing' completely normal. An in-

dentures 


by mail. When a dental sur- 
geon finally gives a patient 
new dentures he is certain 
there is no area of chronic ir- 
ritation that may cause dam- 
age to the sensitive tissues 
of the mouth.

1. It Icoks as 
if he paid 


personal bills with campaign 
money. A $1,000 personal loan 
at Birrn ngVvam's Central BinV. 
and Trust, for example, was 
paid off by the Citizens' Com- 
mittee for Buchanan on July 
IS, 1967. His travel expenses 
in 1967, a non«campaign year, 
were also paid out of the same 
account. The last recorded pay- 
ment from (his account, a $408,. 
47 check to Am:rican Express, 
was dated May 17, 1968. This 
was more than a rr.rmth after 
the House passed a limited code 
of ethics forbidding the p-arsonal 
use of campaign funds. If any 
of this money was truly used to 
pay personal bills, Buchanan 
was legally obligated to report 
it as income. Yet his tax re- 
turns for 1967 list no income 
from his campaign committee.

campaign. 


DISHONEST HELPER 


Yet, despite the damning evi- 


dence against him, Buchanan 
has always tried to be scrupu- 
lous about money. He is a victim 
largely of the loose financial 
practices on Capitol Hill. For 
Congress has kept the law de- 
liberately vague about a matter 
that needs the most careful con- 
trol—campaign spending. 


Under the Corrupt Practices 


Act, 
a Congressman must pre- 


tend not to knew the money that 
is raised in his behalf by his 
campaign committees. He is 
subject to criminal penalties if 
large sums are raised "with 
Ins knowledge and consent." 


Buchanan got into trouble be- 


cause he tried to abide by the 
law. He entrusted his campaign 
finances to a lifelong friend, 
Kyle Vess, who turned out to 
be dishonest and wound up in 


prison for embezzlement. 


The Congressman, who lias 


the soulful brown eses and gvs. 
tie voice of a Baptist minister, 
which he used to be before he 
plunged into politics, is obliged 
to live ou his Congressional 
salary. Although $30,000 a year 
might seem ample to his con* 
stituents, 
it 
simply 
isn't 


enough to pay for the frequent 
trips he must make back to 
Birmingham. 


Not without reservations, he 


decided to raise a slush fund to 
pay for the plane tickets and for 
mailing a newsletter to his con- 
stituents. He solicited contri. 
butions openly in the newsletter, 
taking pains to explain exactly 
how the money would be used. 


He assumed that Vess kept 


two separate accounts, one for 
campaign funds, the other for 
the slush fund. This turned out 
not to be the case; instead, all 
bills were paid by the Citizens' 
Committee for Buchanan. 


ITCHY CREDITORS 


In early 19G7, the committee 


was slow about paying Travel 
Consultants, a travel agency 
which kept pressing the Con- 
gressman to mske good a$SD4.- 
35 bill. Impatient over Vess's 
tardiness, Buchanan borrowed 
SI.000 from the Central Bank 
and Trust on May 17, 1967. 
The next day, he wrote an 
$854.35 check to Travel Con- 
sultants and used the remainder 
of the money to clear uo other 
small bills that normally were 
charged to the slush fund. 


Since the money had beenbor» 


rowad to pay slush.fund bills, 
he asked Vess to take care of 
the baiiJc note. Not until Vass 
was arrested for em' ezzlemeni 
a year ago did Buchanan learn 
that the loan and other non» 
campaign expenses 
had been 


paid out of the campaign ac- 
count. 


In the case of James Size- 


more, the 32,275 was supposed 
to have been paid out of the slush 
fund for Congressional rather 
campaign work. This is the 
reason it wasn't listed on the 
campaign report. Buchanan had 
no knowledge of the $4,480 Tom- 
oka payment until we called it 
to his attention. He had trusted 
Vess to handle both of these 
transactions out of the appro- 
priate funds. 


We are convinced that Buc» 


hanan did not intend to cheat 
the government nor his contri- 
butors. We question the ethics, 
however, of soliciting money 
from businessmen to pay travel 
and 
mailing 
expenses. 
We 


thought this was wrong when 
Nixon raised a s'ush fund, and 
we continue to think so. 


Meanwhile, any Congressman 
who engages in shady financial 
dealings can count on the pro- 
tection of Congress. The voters 
are entitled to know about the 
financial affairs of anyone seek*. 
ing public office. Yet Congress 
has sought to keep the financial 
side of politics as obscure as 
possible. The House even pro- 
vides a Swiss.sryle bank where 
members 
can deposit money 


from any source, free from l.he 
prying eyes 
of constituents, 


newsmfn 
and government a. 


gents. 


Our case is more against Con»

TO EXPECT 


UNDER NIXON 
WASHINGTON —For the mo- 
ment ..it l»ast the election seems 
such a foregone conclusion that 
it is already worth asking one- 
self what to expect with Richard 
M. Nixon in the White House. 


Prolonged ar.d detailed inquiry 


about the probable character of 
a Nixon Administration has pro- 
duced some ver\ interesting, 
often curious results. It in ist 
be remembered, first of all, 
that Nixon will not come into 
office alone. II he wins by any- 
thing like the currently predict- 
ed margin, and if many Wal- 
lace voters also choose Repub- 
lican congressional candidates, 
there will be p/ofound changes 
in both House and Senate. 
As of now, the Senate changes 


promise to be more dramatic. 
With only one or two exceptions, 
the anti-Vietnam liberal Dem- 
ocratic senators are all report - 
ed in bad trouble. Even J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright is in some dang- 
er. Four or five of these sena- 
tors can easily disappear from 
view; and there may be other 
striking changes, like the re- 
placement of Thomas Kuchelby 
Max 
Rafferty 
as Republican 


senator from Caliiornia. 
The House changes, nonethe- 
less, bid fair to be more im- 
portant. Everywhere outside the 
South, the intending Wallace 
voters- are also leaning far to 
the right in the lesser races. 
And e\en hall ol W a l l a c e ' s 
vote, i! added to Nixon's pre- 
dicted vote, should be enough 
to cause a drastic overturn in 
the House. The most right- 
wing Congress since the palm- 
iest days ol Robert A. Taft is 
now the outlook, and it may well 
be an angrier right-wing Con- 
gress than the one Taft led. 
Nixon in the White House can 
in fact be expected to act, at 
least in some degree, as a 
moderating influence, if he fol- 
lows the line he is now indica- 
ting. To begin with, he would 
like to shed what ma> be called 
the Helen Gahagan Douglas as- 
pects of his public image. To go 
on with, he is no extreme right- 
winger on fiscal, economic and 
even social questions. 


Yet the Congress will push him 


hard; and he will be sorely 
termted, too, to respond to the 
new climate in this country 
which is so horrifyingly 
re- 


vealed by the enthusiasm for 
Wallace. So Nixon's final role 
and posture are still specula- 
tive matters. 
What is not speculative is 


that there will be a good deal of 
vengefulness after the political 
overture above-outlined. Odd- 
1> enough, moreover, the worst 
vengefulness will almost cert- 
ainly not be directed against 
the Johnson Administration. It 
will be directed, instead, a- 
&;unst the black extremists, 
the student extremists and the 
other people who so much hate 
Johnson, and have done so much 
to promote the Nixon cause. 


Atty. Gen. Ramsej Clark has 


been fearful of stimulating Red 
hunts and outbreaks of still 
greater racial prejudice. Hence 


Agnew retracts his claim that Humphrey's "squishy-soft on 


Communism" —but may hope that a little of the tar will remain. 


he has always played down such 
evidence as now exists, con- 
cerning the more peculiar con- 
nections and affinities of the 
various extremist groups and 
factions. Furthermore, collect- 
ion of that evidence only began 
belatedly. 


One may be sure that the at- 


torney general named by Nix- 
on, who has made Ramsey Clark 
a minor campaign issue, will 
share none of his predecessor's 
fears and hesitations. One may 
be sure, too, that the new Cong- 
ress will contain at least half a 
dozen men who hope to reach 
the eminence attained by the late 
Sen. Joseph C. McCarthy; and 
that it will contain several doz- 
en who hope to follow in the early 
footsteps of Richard Nixon. 


Much 
unpleasantness 
may 


therefore be expected to re- 
sult. It will be a testing time. 
And it will at least be interest- 
ing to see whether the same 
clamant liberal voices who fell 
timidly silent in the McCarthy 
years will once again behave 
like Chunchundra, the muskrat 
in Kipling's tale of "Rikki- 
Tmki-Tavi." 


In this mixed, not very appet- 
izing bag of results, finally, the 
biggest question mark of all at- 
taches the biggest problem con- 
fronting this republic, the prob- 
lem of race and the urban ghet- 
tos. No serious Negro leader 
supports Nixon, yet a good many 
of the more thoughtful are not as 
apprehensive as you nrght ex- 
pect about the results of a 
Nixon Administration in the a- 
rea that matters most to them. 
The fact of the matter is that 


the race-cum-ghetto problem 
has been complicated and even 
inflamed by the kind of senti- 
mental permissiveness that tol- 
erates a man convicted of con- 
spiracy to murder as the real 
leader of a large and imoort- 
ant school, as in the case of 
Herman Ferguson and PS 201 
in Harlem. There is also some- 
thing to John A. McCone's dic- 
tum that the race-cum-ghetto 
problem is "too serious a mat- 
ter 
to be left to liberals." 


What has been done, to date, 
has mainly been expensive but 
impractical. Whatever is done, 
if it is to do real good, must 
always be enormously expen- 
sive; but at least one can hope 
for practicality. That is looking 
on the good side, to be sure. 
And one is forced to look on the 
good side; for if this matter 
goes the other way, we shall 
have civil war in America.

But before getting their hopes 145 
they had better reflect on the circum stances that brought such a 
phenomenal p rice; the author is a m artyred senator, brother of a 
m artyred president who was intim ately involved in the situation of 
cru cial public moment which the m anuscript describes.

on invading the deep dark re­ 
cesses of th eir ear canal. The 
cotton tip applicator is the 
m ildest of the 
weapons used 
in this attack. 
T h e r a n g e 
e x t e n d s 
to 
opened 
paper 
c l i p s , 
ball- 
p o i n t 
pens, 
b o b b y pins, 
s a f e t y pins 
and 
a 
very 
p e r s o n a lized 
weapon, one's 
o w n 
w e l l 
m anicured, sharp, long finger­ 
nails. 


N ature's protective mechan­ 
ism has been an anatom ical 
defense, a curvature of the 
canal which, when h it by any 
one of these implements, pro­ 
tects the eardrum from in ­ 
ju ry in most instances. It is 
the ear canal that is usually 
hurt when the skin in pierced 
by a sharp or even a blunt 
instrum ent. This open ulcera­ 
tion invites an infection by 
bacteria 
w hich 
produces 
a 
most unpleasant afterm ath of 
“ home treatm ent.” 


G enerally, it is a good in ­ 
vestm ent 
to 
have 
the 
ear 
canal cleaned by your doctor. 
The blunt instrum ents he uses, 
and 
the 
gentle 
syringing, 
clean the 
ears w ithout the 
possibility of injury. 


I*d like to introduce another 
danger that is commonly over­ 
looked; one w hich can be in ­ 
jurious to the eardrum . D u r­ 
ing rough house an open palm 
slap on the ear can cause a 
sudden increase of pressure 
and easily rupture the e ar­ 
drum . Alm ost alw ays this is 
followed 
by 
bleeding w hich 
can be r e a d i l y controlled. 
There are now a num ber of 
excellent w ays by which such 
in ju ries to the eardrum can be 
treated and made to heal so 
th at it fin a lly returns to be­ 
ing com pletely norm al. A n in ­ 


ju ry to the ear m ust be tre at­ 
ed early. B e tte r still, most of 
them can be avoided.

Is there any danger to or­ 
der dental plates by m ail?

be hazardous. I have seen the 
advertisem ents that give very 
specific instructions as to how 
to measure the w idth of the 
mouth and the height of the 
gum m argin. It is alm ost im ­ 
possible for me to believe that 
there 
are

naive enough to believe they 
can possibly order dentures 
that w ill fit securely and not 
injure the sensitive tissues of 
the mouth. T his is a danger 
even if the dentures seem to 
fit w ith some degree of com ­ 
fort. 
W hen 
the 
dental 
surgeon 
makes a mold of a patient's 
teeth he also has the oppor­ 
tunity to exam ine the entire 
mouth to be sure there is no 
disease that should first be 
eradicated before dentures are 
made. 
The exacting a rt of den­ 
tistry is not one th at can be 
substituted by those who in ­ 
discrim inately 
sell 
dentures 
by m ail. W hen a dental sur­ 
geon fin ally gives a patient 
new dentures he is certain 
there is no area of chronic ir ­ 
ritation that m ay cause dam ­ 
age to the sensitive tissues 
of the mouth. H e carefu lly 
follows his patients fo r long 
periods of tim e to be sure the 
results of his w ork are effec­ 
tive and functional. 
M ail order m e d i c i n e is 
fraught w ith danger.

W a s h in g t o n — This coiunn 
has just finished investigating 
another “ Tom Dodd” case. The 
subject 
of our investigation, 
however, is not Senator DoJd. 
He is Rep. Jo in Buchanan, 
R«A la., who has stumbled into 
some of the p itfalls that Con­ 
gress has failed to rep air along 
the road to re-election. 
At firs t inspection, Buchanan 
appears to have misused his 
cam paign funds. Some instances 
could lie interpreted, at least 
technically, as violations of law. 
H e re 's what his financial re­ 
cords 
and 
cancelled 
checks 
seem to show; 
1. It loaks 
as 
if he paid 
personal 
b ills with campaign 
m iney, A $1,000 personal loan 
at Birm ingham 's Cenlra l Bu lk 
and T rust, for exam ple, was 
paid off by the Citizens* Com­ 
m ittee 
for Buchanan on Ju ly 
18, 1967. H is travel expenses 
in 1967, a non-campaign year, 
w ere also paid out of the same 
account. The last recorded pay­ 
ment from ihts account, a $408.» 
47 check to Am erican Express, 
was dated M ay 17, 1968. This 
was more than a month after 
the House passed a lim ited code 
of ethics forbidding the parsonal 
use of campaign funds. If any 
of this money was tru ly used to 
pay 
personal b ills , Buchanan 
was legally obligated to report 
it as incom e. Y et his tax re­ 
turns for 1967 lis t no income 
from his campaign com m ittee. 
2. There are some serious 
om issions 
from 
Buchanan's 


sworn 1966 cam paign report. 
Fo r instance, a $4,480 b ill for 
cam paign billboards was paid by 
the Tomoka Investm ent Com­ 
pany, a dummy corporation set 
up by his cam oaign m anager. 
Yet this isn 't listed as a cam­ 
paign contribution. 
A 
$2,275 
payment to Jam es Sizem ore out 
of the campaign account also 
isn 't recorded. 
These 
om is­ 
sions would appear to violate 
Alabam a law. 
3. To help pay his m ailing 
and trave l expenses, Buehanan 
so licits 
extra 
money 
from 
friends in Alabam a. The most 
generous have been conserva­ 
tive businessm en who are an­ 
xious to curb lib e ra l legislation. 
T h eir contributions go into a 
slush fund that has averaged 
between $7,000 and $10,000 a 
ye a r. 
A sim ilar 
slush fu vl, 
raised for Richard Nixon while 
he was In the Senate, caused a 
national scandal during the 1952 
campaign. 


D ISH O N EST H E L P E R 
Yet, despite the damning evi­ 
dence 
against him , Buchanan 
has always tried to be scrupu­ 
lous about money. He is a victim 
largely of the loose financial 
practices on Capitol H ill. Fo r 
Congress has kept the law de­ 
lib erately vague about a matter 
that needs the m ostea refill con­ 
tro l— campaign spending. 
Under the Corrupt Practices 
A ct, a Congressm an must pre­ 
tend not to know the money that 
is raised in his behalf by his 
campaign com m ittees. He is 
subject to crim in al penalties if 
large sums are raised “ with 
his knowledge 
and consent.’* 
Buchanan got into trouble be­ 
cause he tried to abide by the 
law . He entrusted his campaign 
finances to a lifelong friend, 
K yle Vess, who turned out to 
be dishonest and wound up in

prison for em 'iezzlem ent. 
The Congressm an, who has 
the soulful brown eyes and g v * 
tie voice of a Bap tist m inister, 
which he used to be before he 
plunged into p o litics, is obliged 
to 
live on his Congressional 
sa la ry. Although $30,000 a year 
m ight seem ample to his coiw 
stituents, 
it 
sim ply 
is n 't 
enough to pay for the frequent 
trip s 
he must make back to 
Birm ingham . 
Not without reservation s, lie 
decided to raise a slush fund to 
pay for the plane tickets and for 
m ailing a newsletter to hiscorw 
stituents. He solicited contri­ 
butions openly in the new sletter, 
taking pains to explain exactly 
how the money would be used. 
He assumed that Vess kept 
two separate accounts, one fo r 
cam paign funds, the other for 
the slush fund. T his turned out 
not to be the case; instead, a ll 
b ills were paid by the C itizens' 
Com m ittee for Buchanan. 


IT C H Y C RED ITO RS 
In e arly 1967, the com m ittee 
w as slow about paying T ra ve l 
Consultants, 
a tra ve l agency 
w hich kept pressing the Con­ 
gressm an to make good a $854.- 
35 b ill. Im patient over V ess's 
tard iness, Buchanan borrowed 
$1,000 from the C entral Bank 
and 
T rust on M ay 17, 1967. 
The 
next day, 
he w rote 
an 
$854.35 check to T ravel Con­ 
sultants and used the rem ainder 
of the money to cle a r in other 
sm all b ills that norm ally w ere 
charged to the slush fund. 


Since the money had been bor­ 
rowed to pay slush-fund b ills , 
he asked Vess to take care of 
the bank note. 
Not until Vess 
w as arrested for em’ ezzlem ent 
a year ago did Buchanan learn 
that the loan and other non- 
cam oaign expenses 
had been 
paid out of the campaign ac­ 
count. 
In the case of Jam es Size- 
m ore, the $2,275 w as supposed 
to have been paid out of the slush 
fund for Congressional rather 
cam paign work. 
This 
is the 
reason it w asn't listed on the 
cam oaign report. Buchanan had 
no knowledge of the $4,480 Tcr.¿- 
oka payment until we called it 
to his attention. He had trusted 
V ess to handle both of these 
transactions out of the appro­ 
p riate funds. 


W e are convinced that Bu c­ 
hanan did not intend to cheat 
the government nor his contri­ 
butors. We question the ethics, 
however, 
of so licitin g money 
from businessm en to pay trave l 
and 
m ailing 
expenses. 
W e 
thought this w as wrong when 
Nixon raised a slush fund, and 
we continue to think so. 


M eanwhile, any Congressm an 
who engages in shady financial 
dealings can count on the pro­ 
tection of Congress. The voters 
are entitled to know about the 
fin an cial affairs of anyone seek, 
ing public office. Yet Congress 
has sought to keep the financial 
side of politics as obscure as 
possible.

W HAT TO E X P E C T 
UN tJEH NIXON 
W ASHINGTO N —Fo r the mo­ 
ment at least the election seem s 
such a foregone conclusion that 
it is already worth asking one­ 
self what to expect with R ichard 
M . Nixon in the W hite House. 
Prolonged and detailed inquiry 
about the probable character of 
a Nixon Adm inistration has p ro ­ 
duced some very interesting, 
often curious resu lts. It m 1st 
be rem em bered, first of a ll, 
that Nixon w ill not come into 
office alone. If he wins by any­ 
thing like the currently p red ict­ 
ed m argin, and if many W a l­ 
lace voters also choose Repub­ 
lican congressional candidates, 
there w ill be profound changes 
in both House and Senate. 
As of now, the Senate changes 
prom ise to be more dram atic. 
W ith only one or two except ions, 
the anti-Vietnam lib eral Dem ­ 
ocratic senators are all report - 
ed in bad trouble. Even J. W il­ 
liam Fulbright is in some dang­ 
e r. Four or five of these sena­ 
tors can e asily disappear from 
view; and there may be other 
striking changes, like the r e ­ 
placem ent of Thomas Kuchelby 
Max 
R afferty 
as Republican 
senator from C alifo rnia. 
The House changes, nonethe­ 
less, bid fa ir to be more im ­ 
portant. Everyw here outside the 
South, the 
intending W allace 
voters are also leaning far to 
the right in the lesser races. 
And even half of W a l l a c e ' s 
vote, if added to Nixon’s p re ­ 
dicted vote, should be enough 
to cause a d rastic overturn in 
the 
House. The 
most right- 
wing Congress since the palm ­ 
iest days of Robert A. Taft is 
now the outlook, and it may w ell 
be an angrier right-wing Con­ 
gress than the one Taft led. 
Nixon in the W hite House can 
in fact be expected to act, at 
least 
in 
some degree, as a 
moderating influence, if he fo l­ 
lows the lin e he is now ind ica­ 
ting. To begin with, he would 
like to shed what may be called 
the Helen Gahagan Douglas a s ­ 
pects of his public im age. To go 
« i with, he is no extreme rig h t­ 
winger on fiscal, economic and 
even so cial questions. 
Yet the Congress w ill push him 
hard; 
and 
he w ill be so rely 
temoted, too, to respond to the 
new clim ate 
in this country 
which 
is so horrifyingly r e ­ 
vealed by the enthusiasm for 
W allace. So Nixon’s final ro le 
and posture are s till specula­ 
tive m atters. 
What 
is 
not 
speculative 
is 
that there w ill be a good deal of 
vengefulness after the p o litical 
overture 
above-outlined. Odd­ 
ly enough, m oreover, the w orst 
vengefulness w ill almost c e rt­ 
ainly not be directed against 
the Johnson Adm inistration. It 
w ill 
be directed , instead, a- 
gainst 
the 
black extrem ists, 
the student extrem ists and the 
other people who so much hate 
Johnson, and have done so much 
to prom ote the Nixon cause. 
Atty. G en. Ram sey C lark has 
been fearfu l of stim ulating Red 
hunts 
and 
outbreaks 
of s till 
greater ra c ia l prejudice. Hence

he has alw ays played down such 
evidence as now exists, con­ 
cerning the m ore peculiar con­ 
nections and affin ities of the 
various extrem ist groups and 
factions. Fu rtherm ore, co lle ct­ 
ion of that evidence only began 
belatedly. 
One may be sure that the a t­ 
torney general named by N ix ­ 
on, who has made Ram sey C lark 
a m inor campaign issue, w ill 
share none of his predecessor's 
fears and hesitations. One may 
be su re, too, that the new Cong­ 
ress w ill contain at least half a 
dozen men who hope to reach 
the em inence attained by the late 
Sen. Joseph C . M cCarthy; and 
that it w ill contain several doz­ 
en who hope to follow in the e arly 
lootsteps of R ichard Nixon. 
Much 
unpleasantness 
may 
therefore be expected to re ­ 
su lt. It w ill be a testing tim e. 
And it w ill at least be in terest­ 
ing to see whether the same 
clam ant lib e ra l voices who fe ll 
tim id ly silen t in the M cCarthy 
years w ill once again behave 
like Chunchundra, the m uskrat 
in K ip lin g 's tale of “ R ikki- 
T in k i- T a vi.” 
In this m ixed, not very appet­ 
izing bag of resu lts, fin ally, the 
biggest question m ark of all a t­ 
taches the biggest problem con­ 
fronting this republic, the prob­ 
lem of race and the urban ghet­ 
tos. No serious Negro leader 
supports Nixon, yet a good many 
of the m ore thoughtful are not as 
apprehensive as you m‘ghtex­ 
pect 
about 
the 
results of a 
Nixon Adm inistration in the a- 
rea that m atters most to them. 
The fact of the m atter is that 
the 
race-cum -ghetto problem 
has been com plicated and even 
inflam ed by the kind of sen ti­ 
m ental perm issiveness that to l­ 
erates a man convicted of con­ 
sp iracy to m urder as the real 
leader of a large and im oort- 
ant school, as in the case of 
Herm an Ferguson and PS 201 
in H arlem . There isalso som e- 
thing to John A . M cCone’s d ic ­ 
tum that the race-cum -ghetto 
problem is “ too serious a m at­ 
te r 
to be 
left to lib e ra ls .” 
W hat has been done, to date, 
has m ainly been expensive but 
im p ractical. W hatever is done, 
if it is to do real good, must 
alw ays be enorm ously expen­ 
sive; but at least one can hope 
for p ra ctica lity . That is looking 
on the good side, to be su re. 
And one Is forced to look on the 
good side; for if this m atter 
goes the other way, we sh all 
have 
c iv il 
w ar 
in A m erica.

Forty Dollars A Word 


Authors who sweat to make a living from their product may 
be both uplifted and cast down by word that the McCall Corpora­ 
tion has paid a million dollars for a manuscript. Since the piece 
contains 25,000 words, payment is at the rate of $40 a word. The 
most ambitious novelist would be pleased with that. 


The manuscript is not fiction, however. It is the late Sen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy’s heretofore unpublished disclosures about the 
decision-making process at the White House during the Cuban 
missile c risis six years ago. 


Thus the million-dollar publishing contract may be of more in­ 
terest to w riters of non-fiction. But before getting their hopes up 
they had better reflect on the circumstances that brought such a 
phenomenal price; the author is a m artyred senator, brother of a 
martyred president who was intimately involved in the situation of 
crucial public moment which the manuscript describes. Million- 
dollar contracts for novel-length manuscripts will continue tobe 
rare. 


WASHINGTON—This column 
has just finished investigating 
another “ Tom Dodd” case. The 
subject 
of our investigation, 
however, is not Senator Dodd. 
He is Rep. John Buchanan, 
R-Ala., who has stumbled into 
some of the pitfalls that Con­ 
gress has failed to repair along 
th® road to re-election. 
At first inspection, Buchanan 
appears to have misused his 
campaign funds. Some instances 
could be interpreted, at least 
technically, as violations of law. 
H ere's what his financial re­ 
cords 
and 
cancelled checks 
seem to show; 
1. It louks as if he paid 
personal bills with campaign 
money. A $1,000 personal loan 
at Birmingham's Central Bank 
and Trust, for example, was 
paid off by the Citizens' Com­ 
mittee for Buchanan on July 
18, 1967. His travel expenses 
in 1967, a non^ampaign year, 
were also paid out of the same 
account. The last recorded pay­ 
ment from this account, a $408.» 
47 check to American Express, 
was dated May 17, 1968. This 
was more than a month after 
the House passed a limited code 
of ethics forbidding the personal 
use of campaign funds. If any 
of this money was truly used to 
pay personal bills, Buchanan 
was legally obligated to report 
it as income. Yet his tax re­ 
turns for 1967 list no income 
from his campaign committee. 
2. There are some serious 
omissions 
from 
Buchanan's 
sworn 1966 campaign report. 
For instance, a $4,480 bill for 
campaign billboards was paid by 
the Tomoka Investment Com­ 
pany, a dummy corporation set 
up by his camoaign manager. 
Yet this isn't listed as a cam­ 
paign contribution. A $2,275 
payment to James Sizemore out 
of the cami>aign account also 
isn't recorded. 
These 
omis­ 
sions would appear to violate 
Alabama law. 
3. To help pay his mailing 
and travel expenses, Bu:hanan 
solicits 
extra 
money 
from 
friends in Alabama. The most 
generous have been conserva­ 
tive businessmen who are an­ 
xious to curb liberal legislation. 
Their contributions go into a 
slush fund that has averaged 
between $7,000 and $10,030 a 
year. 
A sim ilar 
slush fu.vl, 
raised for Richard Nixoa while 
he was in the Senate, caused a 
national scandal during the 1952 
campaign.

Fortunately the body has 
protected 
itself against the 
onslaught of those who insist 
on invading the deep dark re­ 
cesses of their ear canal. The 
cotton tip applicator is the 
mildest of the 
weapons used 
in this attack. 
T h e r a n g e 
e x t e n d s to 
opened 
paper 
c l i p s , 
ball- 
p o i n t 
pens, 
b o b b y pins, 
s a f e t y pins 
and 
a 
very 
p e rso n a liz e d 
weapon, one’s 
o w n 
w e l l 
manicured, sharp, long finger­ 
nails. 
N ature’s protective m echan­ 
ism has been an anatomical 
defense, a curvature of the 
canal which, when hit by any 
one of these implements, pro­ 
tects the eardrum from in­ 
jury in most instances. I t is 
the ear canal that is usually 
hurt when the skin in pierced 
by a sharp or even a blunt 
instrument. This cpen ulcera­ 
tion invites an infection by 
bacteria 
which produces 
a 
most unpleasant afterm ath of 
“home treatm ent." 
Generally, it is a good in­ 
vestment 
to have the 
ear 
canal cleaned by your doctor. 
The blunt instruments he uses, 
and 
the 
gentle 
syringing, 
clean the ears without the 
possibility of injury. 
I’d like to introduce another 
danger th a t is commonly over­ 
looked; one which can be in­ 
jurious to the eardrum. D ur­ 
ing rough house an open palm 
slap on the ear can cause & 
sudden increase of pressure 
and easily rupture the ear­ 
drum. Almost always th is is 
followed by bleeding which 
can be r e a d i l y controlled. 
There are now a num ber of 
excellent ways by which such 
injuries to the eardrum can be 
treated and made to heal so 
that it finally return* to be­ 
ing completely normal. A n in­ 


jury to the ear m ust be treat­ 
ed early. Better still, most of 
them can be avoided.

Is there any danger to or­ 
der dental plates by mail? 
Mail order dentistry and 
medicine 
must, 
necessarily, 
be hazardous. I have seen the 
advertisements that give very 
specific instructions as to how 
to measure the w’idth of the 
mouth and the height of the 
gum margin. It is almost im­ 
possible for me to believe that 
there 
are people 
who are 
naive enough to believe they 
can possibly order dentures 
that will fit securely and not 
injure the sensitive tissues of 
the mouth. This is a danger 
even if the dentures seem to 
fit with some degree of com­ 
fort. 
When the dental surgeon 
makes a mold of a patient's 
teeth he also has the oppor­ 
tunity to examine the entire 
mouth to be sure there is no 
disease that should first be 
eradicated before dentures are 
made. 
The exacting a rt of den­ 
tistry is not one th at can be 
substituted by those who in­ 
discriminately 
sell 
dentures 
by mail. When a dental sur­ 
geon finally gives a patient 
new dentures he is certain 
there is no area of chronic ir­ 
ritation that may cause dam­ 
age to the sensitive tissues 
of the mouth. He carefully 
follows his patients for long 
periods of time to be sure the 
results erf his work are effec­ 
tive and functional. 
Mail order m e d i c i n e is 
fraught with danger.

DISHONEST HELPER 
Yet, despite the damning evi­ 
dence against him, Buchanan 
has always tried to be scrupu­ 
lous about money. He is a victim 
largely of the loose financial 
practices on Capitol Hill. For 
Congress has kept the law de­ 
liberately vague about a m atter 
that needs the most careful con» 
trol— campaign spending. 
Under the Corrupt Practices 
Act, a Congressman must pre­ 
tend not to know the money that 
is raised in his behalf by his 
campaign committees. He is 
subject to criminal penalties if 
large sums are raised "w ith 
his knowledge and consent.” 
Buchanan got into trouble be­ 
cause he tried to abide by the 
law. He entrusted his campaign 
finances to a lifelong friend, 
Kyle Vess, who turned out to 
be dishonest and wound up in 


prison for embezzlement. 
The Congressman, who has 
the soulful brown eyes and gei* 
tie voice of a Baptist m inister, 
which he used to be before he 
plunged into politics, is obliged 
to live on his Congressional 
salary. Although $30,000 a year 
might seem ample to his coi* 
stituents, 
it 
simply 
isn 't 
enough to pay for the frequent 
trips he must make back to 
Birmingham. 
Not without reservations, he 
decided to raise a slush fund to 
pay for the plane tickets and for 
mailing a newsletter to hiscoife 
stituents. He solicited contri­ 
butions openly in the newsletter, 
taking pains to explain exactly 
how the money would be used. 
He assumed that Vess kept 
two separate accounts, one for 
campaign funds, the other for 
the slush fund. This turned out 
not to be the case; instead, all 
bills were paid by the Citizens' 
Committee for Buchanan. 


ITCHY CREDITORS 
In early 1967, the committee 
was slow about paying Travel 
Consultants, a travel agency 
which kept pressing the Coi* 
gressm an to make good a $854.- 
35 bill. Impatient over V ess's 
tardiness, Buchanan borrowed 
$1,000 from the Central Bank 
and Trust on May 17, 1967. 
The next day, he wrote an 
$854.35 check to Travel Corv» 
sultants and used the rem ainder 
of the money to clear u p other 
sm all bills that normally were 
charged to the slush fund. 


Since the money had been bor­ 
rowed to pay slush-fund bills, 
he asked Vess to take care of 
the bank note. 
Not until Vess 
was arrested for em' ezzlem ent 
a year ago did Buchanan learn 
that the loan and other non- 
camoaign expenses had been 
paid out of the campaign ac­ 
count. 
In the case of Janies Size- 
more, the $2,275 was supposed 
to have been paid out of the slush 
fund for Congressional rather 
campaign work. This is the 
reason it w asn't listed on the 
campaign report. Buchanan had 
no knowledge of the $4,480 Tcr.i* 
oka payment until we called it 
to his attention. He had trusted 
Vess to handle both of these 
transactions out of the appro­ 
priate funds. 


We are convinced that Buc­ 
hanan did not intend to cheat 
the government nor his contri­ 
butors. We question the ethics, 
however, of soliciting money 
from businessmen to pay travel 
and 
mailing 
expenses. 
We 
thought this was wrong when 
Nixon raised a slush fuid, am! 
we continue to think so.

Meanwnile, any Congressman 
who engages in shady financial 
dealings can count on the pro­ 
tection of Congress. The voters 
are entitled to know about the 
financial affairs of anyone seek­ 
ing public office. Yet Congress 
has sought to keep the financial 
side of politics as obscure as 
possible. The House even pro­ 
vides a Swiss-style bank where 
members 
can deposit money 
from any source, free from the 
prying eyes 
of constituents, 
newsmen 
and government a- 
gents.

WHAT TO EXPECT 
UN¿EK NIXON 
WASHINGTON —For the mo­ 
ment at least the election seems 
such a foregone conclusion that 
it is already worth asking one­ 
self what to expect with Richard 
M. Nixon in the White House. 
Prolonged and detailed inquiry 
about the probable character of 
a Nixon Administration has pro­ 
duced some very interesting, 
often curious results. It m ist 
be rem em bered, first of all, 
that Nixon will not come into 
office alone. If he wins by any­ 
thing like the currently predict­ 
ed m argin, and if many W al­ 
lace voters also choose Repub­ 
lican congressional candidates, 
there will be profound changes 
in both House and Senate. 
As of now, the Senate changes 
promise to be more dram atic. 
W ith only one or two exceptions, 
the anti-Vietnam liberal Dem­ 
ocratic senators are all report- 
ed in bad trouble. Even J. W il­ 
liam Fulbright is in some dang­ 
er. Four or five of these sena­ 
tors can easily disappear from 
view; and there may be other 
striking changes, like the r e ­ 
placement of Thomas Kuchel by 
Max 
Rafferty 
as Republican 
senator from California. 
The House changes, nonethe­ 
less, bid fair to be more im ­ 
portant. Everywhere outside the 
South, the intending Wallace 
voters are also leaning far to 
the right in the lesser races. 
And even half of W a l l a c e ' s 
vote, if added to Nixon's p re ­ 
dicted vote, should be enough 
to cause a drastic overturn in 
the House. The most right- 
wing Congress since the palm ­ 
iest days of Robert A. Taft is 
now the outlook, and it may well 
be an angrier right-wing Con­ 
gress than the one Taft led. 
Nixon in the White House can 
in fact be expected to act, at 
least in some degree, as a 
moderating influence, if he fol - 
lows the line he is now indica­ 
ting. To begin with, he would 
like to shed what may be called 
the Helen Gahagan Douglas a s ­ 
pects of his public image. To go 
on with, he is no extreme right­ 
winger on fiscal, economic and 
even social questions. 
Yet the Congress will push him 
hard; and he will be sorely 
temoted, too, to respond to the 
new clim ate in this country 
which is so horrifyingly r e ­ 
vealed by the enthusiasm for 
Wallace. So Nixon's final role 
and posture are still specula­ 
tive m atters. 
What is not speculative is 
that there will be a good deal of 
vengefulness after the political 
overture above-outlined. Odd­ 
ly enough, moreover, the worst 
vengefulness will almost c e rt­ 
ainly not be directed against 
the Johnson Administration. It 
will be directed, instead, a- 
gainst the black extrem ists, 
the student extrem ists and the 
other people who so much hate 
Johnson, and have done so much 
to prom ote the Nixon cause. 
Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark has 
been fearful of stimulating Red 
hunts and outbreaks of still 
greater racial prejudice. Hence

he has always played down such 
evidence as now exists, con­ 
cerning the more peculiar con­ 
nections and affinities of the 
various extrem ist groups and 
factions. Furtherm ore, collect­ 
ion of that evidence only began 
belatedly. 
One may be sure that the at­ 
torney general named by Nix­ 
on, who has made Ramsey Clark 
a minor campaign issue, will 
share none of his predecessor's 
fears and hesitations. One may 
be sure, too, that the new Cong­ 
ress will contain at least half a 
dozen men who hope to reach 
the eminence attained by the late 
Sen. Joseph C. McCarthy; and 
that it will contain several doz­ 
en who hope to follow in the early 
footsteps of Richard Nixon. 
Much 
unpleasantness 
may 
therefore be expected to re ­ 
sult. It will be a testing tim e. 
And it will at least be interest­ 
ing to see whether the same 
clamant liberal voices who fell 
timidly silent in the McCarthy 
years will once again behave 
like Chunchundra, the muskrat 
in Kipling's tale of “ Rikki- 
Tinki-Tavi.” 
In this mixed, not very appet­ 
izing bag of results, finally, the 
biggest question mark of all a t­ 
taches the biggest problem con­ 
fronting this republic, the prob­ 
lem of race and the urban ghet­ 
tos. No serious Negro leader 
supports Nixon, yet a good many 
of the m ore thoughtful are not as 
apprehensive as you nUghtex­ 
pect about the results of a 
Nixon Administration in the a- 
rea that m atters most to them. 
The fact of the matter is that 
the race-cum -ghetto problem 
has been complicated and even 
inflamed by the kind of senti­ 
mental perm issiveness that tol­ 
erates a man convicted of con­ 
spiracy to murder as the real 
leader of a large and im oort- 
ant school, as in the case of 
Herman Ferguson and PS 201 
in Harlem. There is also som e­ 
thing to John A. McCone’s dic­ 
tum that the race-cum-ghetto 
problem is “ too serious a m at­ 
ter to be left to liberals.” 
What has been done, to date, 
has mainly been expensive but 
im practical. Whatever is done, 
if it is to do real good, must 
always be enormously expen­ 
sive: but at least one can hope 
for practicality. That is looking 
on the good side, to be sure. 
And one is forced to look on the 
good side; for if this matter 
goes the other way, we shall 
have civil war in America.
